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The Southwest Welcomes 
Charter Schools 


^ I The start of the school year was 

I marked by a last minute scram- 
JL ble. The four new charter 
schools which were slated to be housed 
on second floor of the Southwest 
Mall were busy cleaning up new space 
they would occupy during the fall. 
Delays in receipt of the financing for 
renovation of the space on the second 
floor, and late construction start-up 
caused this last minute rush. 

The two schools to be housed in the 
Charter School Incubator of the Apple- 
Tree Institute for Education Innovation, 
found 14,000 ft. of underground space 
in the Mall. Although spacious, the area 
needed painting, new ceiling tiles and 
general clean up. Undaunted by the lim¬ 


ited budget, Ms. Iresema Salcido, Princi¬ 
pal and founder of the Cesar Chavez 
Public Charter High School for Public 
Policy, turned to volunteers, principally 
from the Urban Institute and the Her¬ 
itage Foundation, who formed week¬ 
end work crews of twenty or more to 
ready the space. An ex-student of Princi¬ 
pal Salcido now working with Duran 
paint company persuaded her bosses to 
donate the needed paint. On September 
3 the sixty 9th graders stepped into their 
temporary quarters for the first time. 
They encountered serviceable and clean 
space - one which will serve for two 
months as their new school until they 
will move into their other space at WM.

What’s In a 
Name?

T he Southwest Neighbor¬ 
hood Assembly, Incorpo¬ 
rated will be the new 
name of the Southwest 
Neighborhood Assembly. The Board 
of the Southwest Community Coun¬ 
cil voted to become one organization 
with the Assembly after the action is 
ratified by the SWNA at the Septem¬ 
ber 28th meeting. 

The Southwest Community 
Council was the official non-profit 
501 (c)(3) organization to which 
contributors made out checks. It 
made reports to the IRS, etc. It was 
known as the fiduciary agent of the 
Assembly. 

The Southwest Neighborhood 
Assembly has been the action arm 
which has community meetings for 
residents of southwest and carries out 
activities such as the Youth Activities, 
Scholarship, Waterside Mall/Water¬ 
frontTask Forces and prints The 
Southwester Newspaper. 

The two organizations have been 
intertwined ever since their forma¬ 
tion in the 1960s. The original reason 
for separation was that there might be 
times when the Assembly would 
want to do political lobbying. 
Throughout the years, there has been 
no lobbying which non-profit status 
would not allow. There is no expecta¬ 
tion that the Assembly, as an organi¬ 
zation, would take political stands in 
the future. The Assembly provides 
forums where issues and candidates 
are presented so people will have 
information. Therefore, having two 
organizations seems unnecessary; 
leading to confusion and inefficiency. 

Southwest Neighborhood 
Assembly, Incorporated will be the 
non-profit 501(c)(3) organization 
with no change in the mission of the 
organization, the Task Forces, or in 
the activities carried out by the 
Assembly. HI

ed and how to persuade "the powers 
that be" to adopt them. 

The Waterside Mall/Waterfront 
Task Force, co-chaired by Mercedes 
Sandoval-Beene and Judith Chayes 
Neiman, concludes that the immedi¬ 
ate emergency is over. As a result of 
SWNA's pro-active efforts, there are 
new tenants at the Mall as well as 
Charted Schools, a remodeled Safeway 
and rumors that at least one city 
agency is considering moving to the 
Mall. The Task Force; once chaired by 
Drs.. Marc Weiss and Margaret Feld¬ 
man, former and current SWNA 
presidents, was responsible for raising 
more than $100,000 from over 70 
sponsors and contributors. This group 
will be the first to receive copies of the 
ULI Report. 

Dr. Weiss, now a consultant to the 
DC Department of Housing & Com¬ 
munity Development credits the 
renewed interest in Southwest with 
the renovation of the 7th Street Bridge 
(one of tHe gateways to our neighbor¬ 
hood) which will be widened and 
realigned, resulting in eight feet pedes¬ 
trian walkways on each side. Also 
planned for the area are 93 townhous- 
es at 7th and G Streets, SW, each four 
stories high to be sold at market rate, 
as well as the Syphax Village Homes, 
28 new townhouses and 12 condo¬ 
miniums, affording some first-time 
home ownership. 

At the prodding of SWNA's presi¬ 
dent, Margaret Feldman, the DC Arts 
Commission is considering brighten¬ 
ing the 12th street tunnels (another 
gateway to our neighborhood) with 
colorful murals by DC artists. 

Despite the optimism generated 
by the report and the work done thus 
far, the Waterside Mall/Waterfront 
Task force believes there is still much 
to be done to keep the spotlight on 
Southwest. ■

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D.C. Tourism 
Comes to 
Southwest Private

f he D.C. Heritage and Tourism 
Coalition is a consortium of 70 
cultural and community organi¬ 
zations dedicated to strengthening the 
image and economy of the District by 
engaging visitors in the diverse heritage 
of the city beyond the monuments.

Two hundred additional 9th 
through 12th graders, students of the 
Math Science and Technology Public 
Charter High School have joined the 
Chavez students in the lower level 
space. They and their ten teachers 
moved into the same area in September. 
The students of Tech World, in their 
spiffy uniforms, found temporary quar¬ 
ters in the classrooms of Southeastern 
University, a partner in the effort. The 
forth school, IDEA, found temporary 
space outside the Southwest area. 

Recognizing the space constraints, 
the Chavez School planned a two week 
orientation of trips and lectures outside 
the building.
